More and more we are hearing people statewide voice concer over 
the lack of water all across the South. The growing problem is real 
but Americans are prone to forget once the immediate goes 
away. An editorial in one of the big daily papers last week took up 
the cause and we can only say they are “singing our song”. For at 
least ten years we have been trying to get the state politicians to do 
some research and planning in this area. As was noted in the recent 
editorial, “. . . . we don't even know how much water we have”. A 
couple of months ago we were prodding some state officials to get 
going on doing a study of our water statewide, much like has 
already been done in the Wiregrass area. Earlier this month we 
checked back and there has been a little additional talk between the 
state officials we had collared, but so far nothing else. The needed 
water related research to get this going will take a couple of years - 
at least, but until it is started, the information will still be that many 
years away. Waiting until someone is out of water is much too late. 
We envision a network of information and infrastructure in which 
officials know the available water resources statewide and have the 
ability to shift needed water to isolated communities during local or 
widespread shortages. This master plan should also be up front with 
development groups on what amount of additional water is available 
(long range) for future economic development. The necessary state 
laws are already in‘place to start work on such a project. Without 
this long range planning, Alabama could . . . no Alabama will get 
into the same trouble (or worse) Atlanta, Georgia is facing today. It 
will happen sooner than any of us would like to admit. 


It made front page and breaking TV news when the Hollywood 
screenwriters went on strike last month, or sometime.

Also one person will say “it’s coming” and the 
next will want another study or more information. This back and 
forth banner has been going on for several years already. Grimes has 
far more patience than this writer. 


While on FEMA, their action with some of the Hurricane Katrina 
victims-is typical. The New Orleans Audubon Aquarium had ésti- 
mates of it costing $616,849 to repurchase the fish they lost in the 
storm. These alert folks, to their credit, went out in the Gulf of 
Mexico and caught what they needed-for a cost of only $99,766, 
saving the American taxpayers over a half million dollars. Then 
FEMA balked at paying because it didn’t fit their version of the way 
to do things. Now 17 months later FEMA has had a change of heart 
and will allow disaster funds to cover the much lower expense. 
Some folks might be surprised at FEMA’s originally balking at sav- 
ing money, but our surprise is that someone in that organization had 
a brief memory lapse and approved something sensible with our tax 
dollars. .. like saving money and still getting the assigned job done.

All-Sufficiency 


II Corinthians 12:7-9 - 7-And lest I should be exalted above meas- 

ure through the abundance of the revelations, there was given to me 
a thorn in the flesh, the messenger of Satan to buffet me, lest I 
should be exalted above measure. 
8-For this I besought the Lord thrice, that it might depart from me. 
9-And he said unto’ me,” My grace is sufficient for thee: for My 
strength is made perfect in weakness." Most gladly therefore will I 
rather glory in my infirmities, that the power of Christ may rest 
upon me. 

All_is defined as entirety “— having nothing left out. 
Sufficiency is defined as having all that is needed or “when the 
means satisfy the need”. 

In this text Paul was confessing one of his main weaknesses or inad- 
equacies. He was plagued by what he called ‘‘a thorn inthe flesh — 
the messenger of Satan, to torment him”. I often time wondered 
why Paul prayed to the Lord three times about his condition. The 
Lord dropped this thought in my'spirit — although Paul’s condition 
was a thorn in the flesh, it antagonized his total man (his spirit and 
soul, as well as his body). This is why we should be specific to God 
in our prayers. We need to pin point the area(s) of concern. 
Total man = Body + Soul + Spirit 
Body — physical structure (dwelling place of the soul and spirit) 
Soul — seat of intellect, emotions, motives (moral part of man) 
‘Spirit — the wind or breath of God; awesome power of God; God’s 
creative power that gives life and continually recreates life (cannot 
be seen but can be experienced) Paul was a man whom after having 
an encounter with Jesus on Damascus Road, was converted from the 
man, Saul. After his conversion, the Lord endowed him with much 
revelation into the mysteries of God and his kingdom. One might 
have thought that.since Paul’s relationship with the Lord was so 
strong, he wouldn’t have had to ask the Lord but once to remove that 
thorn in the flesh before he got a response from the Lord. However, 
God, in his infinite wisdom already knew Paul’s condition was not 
merely limited to his flesh. Therefore, He hesitated to give him a 
response-until Paul had asked for removal of the thorn in the flesh 
once for each partite of his total man — for a total: of three times. 
When the messenger of Satan attacks us he is trying to silence the 
“total man”, if it were possible: But, the All-Sufficient One is wait- 
ing for'us to give him permission to cover us with His grace. We 
must allow him to be all sufficient in our lives. The messenger of 
Satan hits us strategically in an area that will cause a trickle effect 
for the’ destruction of the total man, if we don’t consult with the All- 
Sufficient One for our protection. What affects our bodies will even- 
tually trickle over into our souls and spirits if we don’t allow the 
Lord to seal off the irritants. When we allow the All-Sufficient One 
to extend his grace (unmerited favor) into our weaknesses — then we 
are made. strong. We no longer depend or rely upon ourselves for 
what is needed in our lives. We rely upon the author and finisher of 
our faith. He’s the one who can and will cover all bases - leaving 
none left undone. - 


’ Tite, All-Sufficient One knows. how to turn our scars into stars. He 


knows how to turn our miseries into ministries. He knows how to 
turn our woes dato glows. He is, the Master of ‘the universe. 
He was wounded for our transgressions. He was bruised for our. 
iniquities. The chastisement of our peace was upon him and with his 
stripes we are. healed. Isaiah 53:5 

Who is this He we are talking about? He is Christ Jesus, the only 
begotten son of the Liying God. He has prepared the way for us to 
have access to the All-Sufficient One. We must recognize the need 
to have him in our lives. How do we do this? — By confessing our 
sin, then repent and be converted — believe and accept in our hearts 
that Jesus is the only portal (doorway) to the All-Sufficient One. 
Then we must confess with our mouths this very fact. Then. we are 
saved, But, it doesn’t stop there. We must develop an intimate rela- 
tionship with him and have communion with him on a daily basis.

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Chan Barbaree completes first solo flight at Elba airport 


Excitement filled the - air 
Friday, Sept. 28, at the Carl 
Folsom Airport in Elba as Chan 
Barbaree and his flight instruc- 
tor, Casey Burril, made history, 

Barbaree was Burril’s first 
solo student, and the flight was 
the final student solo to take 
place before the runway was 
closed for resurfacing and 
improvement work. 

It was a calm, clear late 
evening when Barbaree and 
Burril completed the final 
ground check on the Cessna 150 
aircraft to be used for the flight. 
Once seated in the Cessna, 
Barbaree completed the pre- 
flight checklist and began taxing 
down the runway. * 

Once the two were airborne 
and a few patterns were com- 
pleted, Burril _ instructed 
Barbaree to land and let him out. 
At this point, Barbaree was on 
his own for his first solo flight. 

Barbaree taxied back, ran up 
the engine for a final check, 
released the brakes and began 
speeding down the runway for 
his first liftoff alone and the 
final liftoff for a solo student at 
the Elba runway prior to the 


Start of the scheduled improve- 
ment work. 

Several friends and fellow 
students were there to watch this 
event. 

Barbaree lifted the Cessna off 
the runway, above the trees, and 
for the first time he knew he was 
a pilot. Many radio calls took 
place during his solo. The final 
approach was completed, and 
Barbaree made that ever impor- 
tant landing. In pilot terms, he 
greased it in. 

In order to complete the 
requirements for a solo flight, 
Barbaree completed three take- 
offs and landings. When the 
final stop was made, he exited 
the aircraft; and all one could 
see was a smile as wide as the 


Mississippi. 
Just to top off the event of a 
lifetime, Burril approached 


Barbaree with a pair of scissors 
and told him to turn around. It 
is custom for a solo student to 
lose the back of his shirt. 

Burril cut a very large square 
of fabric, made all the annota- 
tions in permanent marker and 
presented Barbaree with a tangi- 
ble memory of his solo flight.

Another inter- 
esting note about Elba High was the fact its enrollment was less than 
two students higher than New Brockton. Over in basketball, the 
Tigers were placed in the area with Samson, New Brockton and 


| Cottonwood, and while the competition will be a little stronger in 
roundball, it will still be an area Elba should be able to finish near 
| the top of the standings. 


*** Zion Chapel also made the move to Class 2A, but the Rebels 


' “weren’t as happy as other folks as they were placed in a region in 


football with Francis Marion, Goshen, Highland Home, Keith, R.C. 
Hatch, Reeltown and St. Jude. Lowly R.C. Hatch should be a good 
homecoming opponent, but except for that good news the remainder 
of the region could provide a killer schedule for the Rebels and their 
fans, both on and off the field. Over in basketball the Rebels will be 
in the area with Goshen, Highland Home and Reeltown, which will 
put a few less miles on the buses, but will be just as competitive. 
*** Before leaving the AHSAA and its reclassifications, it was 
interesting to look at the enrollment figures and see how things have 
changed over the years. In 6A, Benjamin Russell joined the ranks as 
Alexander City continued to rebound after the loss of thousands of 
jobs years ago in the garment industry. In 5A, look for a very inter- 
esting state basketball tournament with the addition of former 6A 
powers Selma; Carver, of Montgomery; and LeFlore, of Mobile. 
Football teams that have no business in the classification include 
Tallassee, Monroe County and Rehobeth. In 4A, Opp football fans 
will have to pull out their maps and pull out their wallets to fill up 
the cars as the Bobcats compete in a region that is spread out all 
across the state. The teams in the region with the Bobcats include 
Alabama Christian, Catholic and St. James, all located in 
Montgomery, as well as Ashford, Bullock County, Elmore County 
and Holtville. When the closest game played is in Ashford, it does- 
n’t take long to figure out the Bobcats and their fans have some long 
trips ahead for the next two years. In 3A; Luverne made the move 
up, while Wicksburg also moved up in class and was left crying the 
blues. Wicksburg had turned into one of the top 2A programs around 
in recent years in all sports while competing against such 2A oppo- 
nents as Geneva County, Houston County, Samson, New Brockton, 
Houston Academy G.W. Long and Cottonwood. However, those 
days will be over as the Panthers must now take the field against 
such 3A powers as Daleville, Geneva, Pike County and Straughn, 
not to mention Abbeville, Dale County, Headland and Slocomb, In 
2A, Zion Chapel’s move up and its future road trips-grabbed a lot of 
attention, while’ a team that should be looking at piling up the miles 
is Red Level. The Tigers from over in Crenshaw County are in the 
region with Excel, Flomaton, Leroy, Millry, Southern Choctaw, 
Washington County and Mobile Christian. No short trips on ‘that 
schedule, either. In 1A, Geneva County moved down in class and 
will now compete in the region with Brantley, while Georgiana also 
moved down and should make some noise over in the region with 
Sweet Water. I know the AHSAA does the best it can when it draws 
up the regions in each class. However, when Elba and Zion Chapel 
are only 12 miles apart and are placed in different regions something 
is wrong, as is the case with Opp and Andalusia, Oh well, it does 
make for some new road trips for the fans. —

Schools in the Alabama High 
School Athletic Association 
have been reclassified for the 
2008-09 and 2009-10 school 


years, according to an 
announcement Monday © by 
Steve Savarese, Executive 
Director: 


This procedure, approved by 
the Central Board of Control, is 
implemented every two years to 
take into consideration’ the 
changing enrollments — of 
schools, school consolidations 
and closings, new schools and 
association members and cur- 
rent member schools adding 
sports to their interscholastic 
program. Classifying member 
schools for the purpose of ath- 
letic competition is one of the 
Central Board’s duties under 
Article. VII: of the AHSAA 
Constitution. 

Schools are divided into six 
classifications (1A, 2A,3A,4A, 
5A and 6A) for competition in 
championship programs.’ 

Classification was based on 
the Average Daily Membership 
(ADM) figures furnished by the 
State: Department of Education 
for the upper three grades (10- 
12) plus ninth grade holdbacks. 
Schools with the largest enroll- 
ments are placed in Class 6A, 
the next largest in Class 5A, etc. 

An index of 1.35 was used to

determine the enrollment figure 
for classifying each private 
school member, Each private 
school student counts 1.35 for 
classification purposes. 

Alignments are made for each 
sport in each class, based on the 
number of schools participating 
in a sport. Some programs 
include two or more classes in a 
division. 

The current two-year classifi- 
cation period ends with the 
2007-08 school year. The new 
alignments will go into effect in 
the fall of 2008. 

In the football alignment 
where travel was a major factor, 
regions are uneven with 7-, 8- 
and 9-team groupings. Regions 
with 7 teams will leave weeks 1, 
5 and 10 open for non-region 
games and schedule their six 
region games over the other 
seven weeks (2, 3,4, 6, 7,8 and 
9). 

Regions with 8 teams will 
leave weeks 1,5 and 10 open for 
non-region games and schedule 
region games on the other seven 
weeks (2, 3, 4,6, 7,8 and 9). 

Regions with 9 teams will 
leave week 10 open and draw 
for the other week to leave open 
for non-region games. Each 
team would then have eight 
weeks to schedule its region 
games.
